The Nicargua re- 
is a matter pertaining 
solely to Nicaragau. 

He then added: 

“IT see no reason in trying to 
involve Mexico in this. 

“Whatever justifications there 
are for the charges of the League 
the incident plainly aroused the 
feeling of Mexico against Cham- 
orra.” 

If the revolution is victorious 
Mexico is certain to receive the 
greatest credit, thus winning a 
definite foothold in South America 
for realizing her aspirations.

vember. The Legion deesn’: care how the votes 
go, and it is not concentrating upon candidates or 
issues. Its object is to increase the number of people 
who take the least part a conscientious citizen can take 
in the conduct of government. As matters now stand 
this is a popular government by a sinall minority of | 
the qualified voters. Only half the voters go to the 
polls, and in many cases the choice is determined by 
one-third of them. 

A number of national organizations are interest- 
ed in getting out that portion of the vote which favors 
particular legislation. “There have been several laud-| 
able campaigns to. increase the whole vote. But this 
is the first time that a strong national organization has 
tried, through the agency of its numerous local bran- 
ches to persuade the people to go to the polls and 
register whatever opinions they may have reached.

my father was a dealer in stone, 
and wood, his gravel yard crushed 
out every ambitious dream. 

“She conceived me with bitter- 
ness in her heart but through 
that’ very process she passed on to 


me a legacy. of lost ideals; she 
gave me ‘ longing, the desire 
and the instinct for the stage 


that eventually gave me my life-

Bennett is one of the greatest 
artists, in the American stage to- 
day, being especially popular as 
a delineator of types. His latest 
success in New York was in The- 
ter Guild production of “They 
Knew What They Wanted,” in 
which he gave a remarkable por- 
trayal of an Italian grape-grower. 


Bennett’s father was against a 
stage cnreer.

6 of Article 9 of the state consti- 
tution adopted by the people in 
1920, Phis amendment acts AUTO- 
MATICALLY to increase educa- 
tional expenditures by the _ state, 
and neither the gorvernor nor the 
legislature has power to either re- 
duce or increase such expenditures 

That power rests solely with the 
people and any change would 
involve an amendment to the con- 
stitution. 

The major items of increases 
during the past four years are as 
follows: Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, $450,966; vocational 
education, $365,135; elementary 
schools, $24,067,693: secondary 
schools, $7,808,520; University of 
California (both branches), $7. 
148.508; teachers’ colleges and 
ulied schools, $1,348,852.
